' Mr. Hughes, as a personal admir- 


er, may 1 ask you a question?" 


There was the usual contusion re- 


sulting from an attempt to heckle 


The nominee asKed the crowd for 


quiet so that the questioner might 
proceed. 


"In the event of your election," 


the man asked, ''will \ou or will you 
not favor or oppose an 
embargo 


against the shipment of 
munitions 


from this country to Europe or the 
passage of a war resolution warn- 
ing Americans not to travel on ships 
owned by nations at war?" 


"I, sir,' the nominee replied, "am 


in favoi of the maintenance of ev°r} 
right including the right of travel 
and the right of shipments 
It is a 


very important right that we have 
as a neutral nation and it is ^ery im- 
portant that at this time when the 
great war is raging, we should vin- 
dicate neutral rights and maintain 
the integrity of international law. To 
my mind it is a very toughness poli- 
cy that would surrender any of these 
important rights because of any sen- 
timental consideration when we hayc 
the vase necessities of neutral com-

'Cleveland Men 


Take Up Shortage 


of Coal Supply 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Cleveland. Oct. 31. — At a confer- 


ence today under the auspices of the 
Chamber of 
Commerce transporta- 


tion department ways and means to 
end the alarming coal situation will 
be taken up. Recognizing that the 
shortage of freight cars is responsi- 
ble primarily for the coal situation, 
representatives of railroads and of 
coal interests have been 
asked 
to 


meet with a chamber of commerce 
committee. 


City council last night unanimous- 


ly adopted a resolution calling upon 
County Prosecutor Locher to investi- 
gate the shortage of coal and pro- 
hibitive coal prices in Cleveland and 
to take steps to end these conditions. 


This action came after the scarcity 


and high prices of coal forced three 
local 
brickplants to shut 
down, 


throwing several hundred men out 
of work. 
Several other brick and* tile con- 


cerns are preparing to suspend 
or 


curtail operations because 
of 
the 


high price of coal.

The coal receipts for Cleveland 


vcstcrday are estimated at 275 cars. 
A normal da>s receipts is said to be 
750 cars. 
It is estimated there were eight 


hundred cars of coal on railroad sid- 
ings in and near Cleveland yester- 
day waiting for shipment in boats.

COAL SHORTAGE ACUTE 


Womans' Reformatory Or- 


dered to Use Wood In 
Place of Coal—Railroad 
Officials Claim That In- 
vestigation of Car Stiua- 
tion is Welcome—To Aid 
State Officials

Columbus, ^Oct. 31.—The state 


public 
utilities commission today 


sent telegrams^ to officials 
of 
all 


railroads operating in Ohio, order 
r 
ing them to fjle with the commis- 
sion not later-than Thursday a state- 
ment showing 'the number of 
coal 


cars loaded and in transit or at sta 
tions along their lines on October 30 
and showing the number of days de- 
tention because of demurrage. 


Because of inability to get 10 cars 


of coal which had been ordered for 
the womans' reformatory at Mans- 
field, the state board of administra- 
tion has authorized officials at the 
institution to burn wood until the 
coal arrives. This is the first time 
in years that wood has been used 
for fuel in any of the state institu- 
tions 
This is only temporary, how- 


ever, officials say. 


Railroad officials and coal opera- 


tors in Columbus said they welcomed 
the investigation of the car shortage 
by the Ohio utilities commission and 
M. S*. Connors, general manager of 
the 'Hocking Valley Railroad Com- 
pany said that the interstate com- 
merce commission should take up the 
matter because many of 
the 
cars 


needed for Ohio mines are held up 
outside the state. 


Railroad officials say they have 


the right to place an embargo on 
coal to shippers wtihin the state and 
may do so where the consignees are 
not unloading the cars. 
It developed today that 
railroad 


officials have-already 
adopted 
an 


espionage on'raieir cars -to ascertain 
whether the coal was bein gheld up 
by brokers, awaiting a better mar- 
ket price for the coal. One coal road 
running into Columbus discovered 
56 cars loaded with coal in Colum- 
bus today in the hands of about 15 
different consignees and has taken 
steps to see that the coal is prompt- 
ly disposed of and the cars returned 
to the mines. 


Although they say the fact that 


steel plants and other factories are 
working 24 hours a day in many in- 
stances is responsible in part for the 
shortage of cars, railroad 
officials 


say they believe that 
brokers 
or 


middlemen are m part 
responsible 


for the car shortage and subsequent 
high prices because they are not un- 
loading the cars but holding the coal 
for speculative purposes 


"The car situation was worse to- 


day that it was yesterday 
and 
it 


may be worse tomorrow." said Mr 
Connors 
The Hocking Valley had

Plymouth 
Congregational 
church. 


Nearly one hundred are in 
attend- 


ance, including the pastors of a num- 
bqr of large churches in this section 
oft the state. 


Among the cities represented are 


Columbus, 
Mansfield, 
CJjillicothe 


and other cities and towns^of Cen- 
tral Ohio. 


Following 
an 
address 
Monday 


evening by Rev. Marston S. Freeman 
of Mt. Vernon on Pilgrim Ideals, the 
day's session was formally opened at 
9 o'clock this morning with a devo- 
tional service conducted by Rev. Fred 
L. Browlee of the First Church of 
Columbus, who dwelt on the 
fact 


that people are called to other voca- 
tions as well as to the ministry. 


Then an organization was perfect- 


ed with the nomination and election 
of a moderator for this district and 
who will preside at the day's session. 
Rev. John L. Davies of Marysville 
was elected moderator. 


Rev. Mr. Davies, who was on the 


program for the first address talk- 
ed on "Adding Half a Million to Our 
Membership." He outlined the work 
the church has to do in securing new 
members, and told of experiences co- 
incident with this work. 


"The 
Enlistment 
of 
Christian 


Leaders" wad the subject for discus- 
sion by Rev. "Willis A. Warren, 
of 


Plymouth 
church, Columbus. He 


said that generally mankind likes to 
have some one else take the respon- 
sibility for placing him. 
He told of 


how men were called to the ministry 
touching on the first preachers and 
teachers the fishermen, who were 
chosen by Christ. 
"Today we ha^e 


so many great leaders that they do 
not tower above each other. 


"How did you come into the min- 


istry? Were you called by a sign in 
the sky or a noise? 
No. You came 


as a result of certain 
underlying 


causes, which worked themselves out 
in your life. You came into the min- 
istry as the result of quiet forces 
worked out. 
The Urst 
force was 


probably a Christian home." 


He told how the supply of Con- 


gregational 
ministers 
-was scarce 


and that only naif of them had been 
educated in Congregational 
schools. 


The speaker also touched on how 
commercialism had infringed on the 
ministry, how the low salaries paid 
deterred parents from 
influencing 
their children to become ministers 
and kept the man himself from re- 
sponding to his own conscience.

Rev. Oliver Clyde Weist of 'Grand 


View Heights, Columbus, was intro- 
duced and delivered the sermon of 
the morning. He chose for his text, 
the fifth chapter of 
Luke, 
third 


verse, and used the text to exempli- 
fy how the things with which Christ 
came in contact were made great 
things. 
' I =*• 
& ! 
"He touched the unclean and- they 


became tclean; he touched the sick 
and they were made well; He touch- 
ed the ordinary and they became ex- 
traordinary. 
Bethlehem, 
was 
a 


small inconsequential town, but by 
Christ's birth it was glorified. Naza- 
reth, was a modest little place but 
Christ's life there made it one of 
the greatest towns on earth. Through 
the iittle carpenterr 
shop, 
Christ 


raised work from the place of labor 
to the realm of service. 


"Christ chose for His disciples the 


ordinary fishermen and by His touch 
they were made great speakers and 
thinkers. 


"The marvel of God's touch is still 


with us today. Where his work is 
spoken or his influence felt the world 
is changed. Today we make the mis- 
take of thinking more how the thing 
is done than the fact that it is done. 
Christ did not destroy, 
he merely 


took things as they were and buiid- 
e.i from them." 


The communion service took place 


at 11:30 o'clock and was conducted 
by Rev. George Henshaw and Rev. 
Henry Robinson of Doublin. 


The afternoon program was feat- 


ured by a number of prominent 
sneakers, especially Mrs. Sidney Gul- 
ick, wife of the representative 
of 


the Federal council of all the Prot- 
estant churches of American and ad- 
viser to President Wilson 
in 
the 


work of maintaining friendly 
rela- 


tions with other nations. 


Mrs. 
Gulick addressed the con- 


ference on Japan, which she describ- 
ed as a land of beauty, wisdom and 
strength and told of the opportunity 
in that empire. 


A goodly number of delegates to 


the Central Ohio Association of Con- 
gregational churches bad already ar- 
rived to open the first session at the 
Plymouth 
Congregational 
church 


Monday evening. Larger delegations 
arrived on the early morning trains. 


Among a list of notable speakers 


was Mrs. Sidney Gulick, wife of one 
of the world's most noted authorities 
on the missionary work in the Car 
east and Dr. Carl S. Palton. of Co- 
lumbus, successor to Dr. Washington 
Gladden, of Columbus. Dr. Patton 
will speak this evening at the church 
for the concluding service at ":30 
o'clock. 
Monday evening's services opened 


with a song service led by the pastor, 
Rev. Grover Diehl and Rev. E. J. 
Converse of Columbus delivered the 
prayer. 


The 
speaker said that the first man on

the program had many 
things 
to 


ccntond with, for first, the larger 
number of delegates did not arrive 


last night the high 
school 
lecture 


course and Gov. Willis' appearance 
in Newark took their quota from tho 
attendance. 


The speaker, Rev. 
Marston F. 


Freeman, of Mt. Vernon, opened his 
address with a story of the north- 
west, the moral of which was that 
those who were in attendance stayed 
in spite of other attractions and then 
he 
gave 
his 
lecture, 
"Pilgrim 
Ideals." 


Mr. Freeman stated that the meet- 


ings being held were featured by the 
"tercentenary" program, which he 
thought needed explanation. He tola 
how in a few years the 300th anni- 
versary of the landing of the Pil- 
grims would be observed and stated 
that this was sort of a 
prefactory 
service. 


The Pilgrims according to Rev. 


Freeman, wished to withdraw from 
the Church of England and went ta~ 
Holland for a short time from which 
country they set sail for America, 
to found a new settlement and a new 
•eligion. 


"One can picture what ideals they 


must have had, when they set sail 
for a new country, facing the perils 
of a trip on the ocean, in a 
boat 


hardly suitable for lake traffic, fac- 
ing the unknown in a country barren 
and wild and inhabited 
by hostile 


savages. 
"What 
were 
the 
characteristic 
ideals of those Pilgrims? 
We must 


know if we are to honor them, and 
to make them applicable to our own 
life. Their basic ideal was the fun- 
damental thing of honoring God. A 
God who was real, and a God who 
would have them do things. In their 
conception 
of God they 
believed 


many-things impossible for us to ap- 
ply to our life of today. The great 


pastor in introducing the 


theory of progress had not come into 
their lives. 


"The things of progress were out 


of their thoughts. They knew God 
as an enlarged man, as one of us, as 
one interested in us here below. 
Their faith was marked by simplicity 
They thought of God as 
a stern 


giver of laws, a ruler of the earth, 
rather than as a kind and loving fa- 
ther. 
"The ideals we have of God have 


changed one thing they had and we 
cannot afford to lose this ideal of 
theirs without irreparable loss to 
ourselves, it is the everlasting real- 
ity of God. Difference of ideals is a 
small thing compared to that. God 
was the great dominant 
thing of 


their life. 
"The Pilgrims were humble at the 


thought of God but they 
had 
the 


pride of God's men and women. We 
cannot count them as narrow because 
they knew naught of art, plays and 
such. 
Life was filled with real 


things of life for them. Their come- 
dies and tragedies were their life and 
nature painted their pictures." 
Rev. Freeman continued telling of 


the establishing of the church in Sa- 
lem and of the bfeliefs which ruled 
the church until the present day.

Licking county farm bureau, which 
was launched last week, is preparing 
to send membership cards into the 
2£ townships of the county and ob- 
tain, if possible. 500 members before 
the state grange convention, which 
will be held in Newark, Dec. 11-15. 


The organization committee, W. C. 


Hall chairman, will meet in 
the 


Chamber of Commerce rooms Sat- 
urday, Nov. 18, to survey the mem- 
bers obtained and arrange for mak- 
ing the association a permanent one. 
Annual dues have been placed at $1 
and the township workers will be 
asked to obtain signatures and col- 
lect the dues at the same time. 


The launching of the farm bureau 


is but another evidence of Licking 
ounty's progress in agriculture the 
last 22 years, during which period 
it has made 22 agricultural exhibits 
at the Ohio state fair. 


At these 22 exhibits it has receiv- 


ed 11 first, 10 second and 1 third 
prizes, the latter having been won 
at the first exhibit made.

tion. Licking county farms furnished 
85 per cent of the agricultural prod- 
ucts shown in the Ohio exhibit of the 


alifornia exposition. 
At Chicago the Ohio t state board 


put up an advertising exhibit and 
Licking county furnished,SO per cent 
of the agricultural 
products.

state board made up an" advertising 
train, and sent it through the coun- 
try and Licking county furnished 95 
per cent of the products on 
the 


train.

At the state board exhibits in To- 


ledo, Licking county furnished all 
the products, as it did at a similar 
exhibit in Mansfield.' 


At Erie. Pa., this year

ment. When he arrived there he 
found that there were scarcely any 
products and it looks as if no show 
would be held.
